At' 
the~s5cw in Xew York this tveek of 
the Bulldog club of America the 
breeders of the 
canines 
famed 
for 


their tenacity discussed the problem, 
and the Federation of the Allied Bull- 
dog Clubs of the United Kingdom, at 
a gathering scheduled for London to- 
morrow, will give expressions to "their 
views. The latter organization raised 
the question at a session of members 
held recently in connection with a j 
bulldog show at Leeds, England, and 
t was decided to draw up a standard 
description of the pure bred bulldog.

Bulldog judging has for years been an | 
uncertain thing, owing to- the differ- j 
ence of opinion as to the qualities that j 
should be possessed by a well-regu-i 
iated bulldog. It is a fact known to 
all fanciers that-the bulldog has un- i 
dergone a great change in character! 
and disposition. In his original state,; 
the canine of this popular breed was 
purely a sporting animal. He gained 
Ins name from the fact that in the 
early days he was bred for the pas- 
time of bullbaiting, a sport which 
happily is no longer popular. The bull 
was also a Sghter of renown, and bat- 
tles to the death between bulldogs de- 
lighted the hearts of our 
ancestors.
